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RUSSIA IN WARTIME 


by ERSKINE CALDWELL 


Since early July, when be was the 
first American correspondent to 
reach Moscow after the German 
invasion began, Erskine Caldwell, 
author of Tobicco Road and 
God's Little Acre, bas been in Rus- 
sia with his wife, LIFE Photogra- 
bher Margaret Bourke- White. 
They are shown together in the pic- 
tureat left which was taken in Mos- 
cow recently. In these dispatch- 
¢s, written for LIFE, Caldwell 
casts light on three less-publicized 
phasesof the Russian-German war. 


Moscow (by cable) 
Meee and I drove from Moscow one afternoon in a westerly di- 

rection along a main highway that was four lanes wide and ex- 
ceptionally smooth until we turned off on a side road that was cob- 
bled, narrow, old and bumpy. Ac the edge of a village our road 
suddenly stopped in what looked like a hayfield. After walking a 
short distance through young firs we suddenly found ourselves at the 
door of a Red Air Force base. 

Two squadron commanders Jed us inside and offered us chairs. 
A pilot came in, saluted and reported to his commander. ‘They 
wouldn’e accept the fight," he said, standing stiffly at attention. 
“We met them 20 kilometers away and tried to engage them, but 
they turned around and went back. Then we returned to the base 
according to order.”* Later the commander turned to us with a smile. 
“Our hardest job these days,” he said, ““is erying to get the Germans 
in a fight. They turn and run when they see us coming.”’ 

Lasked him about the capeured German air crews. "The captured 
don't start conversations,’’ Commander Kogrushev said. ‘They give 
up willingly and they generally ask for cigarets, for a drink and for 
something to eat. The ones we are getting from this base are older, 
more experienced German pilots. We recognize many of them from 
having seen them when they flew civil planes becween Berlin and 
Moscow in peacetime. They won't admit that they recognize us but 
we always recognize them. They are coming over because they know 
the route from having flown it so many times before the war started. 
The younger German pilots are used for fighter action nearer the 
ines. These bomber crews are practically the same ones all of us have 
seen many times before."” 

When I asked Colonel Tonaseitchut what happened to all the 
bombs and planes the Germans bring over here and never take back, 
he replied: ‘I can take you for a walk and show you what happens 
to them. The woods and fields are full of bomb craters made by loads 
being dumped by Germans. They not only dump them when they 
can't get to Moscow, but they dump them and ery to get away when 
we go up to intercept them, without even trying to get to Moscow. 
There are a lot of times when we shoot one down nearby and then 
are unable to find the remains because what's left of their ship is so 
little that you usually can’t find it unless you step on it. Peasants 
come here every day telling us that they have found remains of a 
German ship in their fields and woods, but when we go to bring it in 
there's usually not cnough of it to bother about." 

It was growing dark and we started back for Moscow. The fliers 
were getting ready for their nightly patrol. Just as we stepped out of 
our car at Red Square the air-raid sirens began to sound. In the 
hubbub we distinctly heard the familiar sound of Soviet night fight-

IN THE GERMANS’ PATH 


The countryside of Great 
Russia, which is to the Soviet 
Union what the Midwest is to 
the U. S., is now in harvest. I 
drove by automobile to a dis- 
trict several hours from Mos- 
cow and passed through land- 
scape that can only be described 
as a combination between the 
corn belt and breadbasket of 
Towa and Kansas, the greenery 
of Wisconsin and the undulat- 
ing hills of Kentucky. The roads 
are fairly good, buildings are

average, and the land is excep- 
tionally well tended. 

But what struck me as unusu- 
al was the large number of cat- 
dle and horses I encountered on 
the trip. Pastures were filled 
with cows, steers, bulls, sheep, 
hogs and horses. I was told 
that the reason for so many 
cattle and horses in this region 
was because they were being 
moved from Belo-Russia and 
other German-occupied terri- 
tories in the west. I was told 
that practically all stock was 
removed from the path of the 
advancing German Army in the 
west in good time and, if true, 
this was a remarkable feat in 
the face of great odds 

The cattle and horses were 
being tended by older children 
and women, and I was told that 
their husbands and brothers 
had either been mobilized or 
had remained behind to fight 
guerrilla warfare in the German 
rear. The children were of high- 
school age and the women were 
from 20 to 30 years old. Six or 
cight children and women had 
charge of cach herd and they 
were still driving their herds

The hardest thing these evac- 
uees had to do, aside from leav- 
ing their native villages and 
homes, was to set their homes 
on fire. Noone I talked to, how- 
ever, expressed a word of regret 
for what had been done and I 
got the impression that they 
wouldgladly burn their villages 
all over again if necessary. 
These people have been in the 
vanguard of the war, even if not 
in the trenches. 


GERMAN PRISONERS 


I met my first German pris- 
oners on the top floor of an im- 
pressive-looking building in 
Moscow. Two Red Army pri- 
vates, dressed in khaki, stood at 
attention before the door of a 
room that contained nine Ger- 
mans, all members of the 88th 
German Infantry Regiment 

They had been captured in a 
group on Aug. 12 near Smo- 
Iensk. Most of them had arm 
wounds, although several were 
wounded seriously in both arms 
and legs. 

I went in and was invited to 
speak to anyone I wished. The 
first man I spoke to was George 
Hammerschmidt, 29, a private 
from Frankfort-on-Main where 
he had a wife and two children 
Hammerschmidt had been 
wounded in the right leg. When 
Tasked him how he liked being 
a Russian prisoner, he said: “'I 
would rather be at home.” 
When I asked him what he 
thought about the war, he said: 
“Tam too small a man to un- 
derstand what will happen. I 
don’t know whether it will be 
over soon or whether iewill last 
long. I don’t know who will 
win.” Then I asked him why 
he was fighting against other 
countries. “It was necessary to 
fight.” “Why? I asked. “I 
don't know,” he said. “That 
is for the officers to know. 

Another prisoner, Corporal 
Karl Spahn, said: “I never 
thought about the aims of 
war,” he said. ““Inever thought 
about when it would end. Of 
course I would rather be at 
home than here. I prefer not to 
fight anybody." I asked him 
about the spirit among the sol- 
diets in the German Army. 
“They are all full of fight,”” he 
said. Spahn said his home was 
at Kuensell bei Fuldach and

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that he had been in the Army 
since 1938. On June 26 his regi- 
ment was ordered to the Rus- 
sian front. When I asked if he 
was told why his regiment was 
being transferred from France 
to the Eastern Front, he said 
none of them knew why they 
were being transferred until 
they reached the Soviet fron- 
tier and were told that war 
against Russia had begun. Then 
Lasked him what was the at- 
titude of German soldiers to- 
ward America. “We have had 
nothing to do with Americans 
yer," he replied. “We think 
they are the same kind of men 
we are, bue we don't know 
because we haven't met them 
yee.” 

On the next cot lay Fritz Ehr, 
21, who previous to his mobi- 
lization last October had been 
a ceramics worker in Dérnfeld. 
I asked Ehr how he felt about 
the fighting. “I am a lot better

off here. I would rather stay 
here than fight,” he answered. 
Many of his regiment had been 
killed near Smolensk and he 
considered himself lucky to be 
alive. “We thought the Rus- 
sians would be easy, but the 
Russians were not as weak as 
we thought.” 

Later I walked around the 
room looking at the other pris- 
oners. One of the most seriously 
injured was Karl Heimann of 
Essweg Vasse, 20 years old. He 
had a shattered left arm and 
left leg. Heimann said he had 
no close relatives, but that he 
had a sweetheart in Saarbriick- 
en and that he wished he could 
go home and see her. I spoke to 
several others before leaving. 
One of these was Oigen Neu- 
nert, a slate roof worker from 
Frankfort-on-Main. I noticed 
that he was more of a profes- 
sional soldier type than the 
others and it developed that he 
was a sergeant. “Are you sure 
war is necessary?” I asked. “T 
don’t know,” he said, “*but it 
is necessary to fight. An order 
is an order."”

‘Major purposes of the President's reshuflte, which 
was worked out for him by his good friend Judge 
Sam Rosenman, were as follo 

To resolve the confusion created by conflicting 
demands of Army, Navy, Lease-Lend and ci: 
supply for the nation’s raw materials, fuel, power and 
transportation, he created an over-all planning com- 
mittee named the Supply Pi s and Allocations 
Board which will help him decide who gets what. 
Chairman of the seven-man SPAB is Vice President 
Wallace, Other member 
Secretaries Stimson and 
Knox, William S. Knud- 
iney Hillman, Leon 
Henderson, Harry Hop- 
kins. 

Further to resolve the 
conflict of authority over 
this great problem, w 
has resulted in a running 
feud between Knudsen and 
Henderson, the President 

PYBEGON moved Mr. Henderson and 
his Office of Price Administration and Civilian Sup- 
ply into Mr. Knudsen’s Office of Production Man- 
agement. Mr. Henderson becomes director of a new 
OPM Division of Ci n Supply which will include 
an Office of Price Administration. 

The President kicked upstairs the two men who 
have drawn most complaints for their performances 
in OPM. In exchange for his job as Priorities Direc- 
tor, Edward R. Stettinius Jr. was handed the title of 
Lease-Lend Administrator. But Harry Hopkins re- 
mains the real Lease-Lend boss as “special assist- 
ant to the President.” In exchange for his job as 
Production Director, John D. Biggers was handed 
the title of Minister to the Court of St. James's, or- 
dered to London to help “expedite” Lease-Lend 
activity there.

Said the 
assassin, Paul Colette, a “Free French” sympathizer 
of General De Gaulle: “My intention was to join the 
Legion in order to get at some one. I soon spotted 
Pierre Laval and fired.” The sensation of the case 
was that Colette, far from being a “Communis 
was a former member of the rightist Croix de Feu. 


Konoye to Roosevelt. The President of the U. S. re- 
ceives thousands of letters a week. Last week he 
received one of surpassing importance. It was per- 
sonally handed to him by Admiral Nomura, the 
Japanese Ambassador, signed by Prince Fumimaro 
Konoye, Premier of Japan. 

‘The letter’s contents were not revealed, but cor- 
respondents concluded that its tone was friendly 
and that its aim was to suggest a series of conferences 
that would lessen the friction between the U. S. and 
Japan. Admiral Nomura conferred personally with 
the President and Secretary Hull, emerged from the 
White House in smiles. Later it was reported that 
Mr. Roosevelt’ was drafting a personal letter to 
Prince Konoye in reply. 

Should some form of compromise be worked out 
with Japan, Washington observers flatly claimed 
that it would not be at China’s expense.

One-Man Rape Wave. For the past six months Wash- 
ington, D. C. has been suffering a fearful wave of 
rape murders. Thousands of girl workers in the Gov- 
ernment departments trembled for their safety, kept 
out of dark streets, locked their windows at night. 
Mrs. Roosevelt warned all Washington girls to “be 
very careful in choosing the men you go out with,” 
and the Washington Post ran an article on “How to 
Defend Yourself Against a Rapist” (strong hatpins 
and jujitsu.) 

Last week the District police force, long noted for 
its blunders and failures, suffered the supreme mor- 
tification. Its whole crime 
wave was solved for it in 
one fell swoop — by the 
New York City police. 
‘Two New York detectives, 
investigating the rape- 
murder of a Bronx wait- 
ress, pinned it on a husky 
young negro named Jarvis 
Roosevelt Catoe. Once 
caught, Catoe became 
boastful and confessed to 
“at least nine” other rape- 
murders and probably more he could not remember. 
All but the one were in Washington. Three were 
white women, four colored. Catoe usually met his 
white victims by asking directions on the street or 
offering them a ride. After strangling them with a

pair of enormous hands, he stripped them of jewelry, 
handbags, umbrellas ete., which he brazenly gave as 
presents to colored girl friends. Through the Bronx 
waitress’ watch, the New York detectives tracked 
him down.

In the Senate, where a certain picturesqueness of character is as 
normal as warts on a pickle, Reynolds manages to be outstanding. 
He is, as far as the records show, the only Senator to have publicly 
bussed a reigning movie queen (the late Jean Harlow), and the only 
one to have married a Ziegfeld Follies girl. He has had four wives, 
and is shortly co acquire a fifth. A few weeks ago he became engaged 
to Evalyn Washington McLean, 20-year-old daughter of Mrs. Evalyn 
Walsh McLean, Washington socialite and owner of the Hope dia- 
mond, famous for having brought bad luck to everyone who has 
possessed it. Mrs, McLean, who collects political celebrities for her 
salons with the same intensity that her millionaire gold-miner father, 
Tom Walsh, once hunted pay dirt, is an old friend of Reynolds and 
has given the match her full parental blessing. “I consider myself a 
very fortunate man," Reynolds said when the announcement was 
made, “and I hope the marriage will take place as soon as possible,” 
Young Evalyn, who last week was visiting incommunicado with 
friends, was left an income of $80,000 a year by her parental grand- 
father, John R. McLean. Her father Ned McLean once published the 
Washington Post and was a great social cut-up in the capital dur- 
ing the Harding Administration. 


The most scx appeal since Harding 


In the studied opinion of several Washington hostesses, Reynolds 
has more sex appeal than any Senator since Warren G. Harding, He is 
the Senate's nattiest dresser, leaning toward pastels, sport shoes and 
snappy neckwear. A great college athlete and onetime professional 
wrestler, he stands 6 ft. tall in his stocking fect, and is big of frame. 
He is proud of his physique, and sometimes at parties confounds 
skeptics by hopping lightly between his hands over chairs. At 57 his 
sandy-red hair, which he parts on the side and slicks down, is only 
beginning to china little, and except for bags under his eyes his ruddy 
face is remarkably free of lines. The set of his features reminds one of 
a better constructed, somewhat wolfish Robert Benchley. 

Reynolds is distinguished in many other ways. He is the only 
Senator who ever shor an enraged bull walrus with a service rifle at 
20 yd. The head now adorns his office wall, along with news clip- 
pings, innumerable photographs, and an Indian bonnet identifying 
him as an honorary chief of the Sioux, Besides being a Sioux, Rey- 
nolds is the head Vindicator of the Vindicator Association, Inc., his 
private political movement. The Vindicators, who believe firmly in 
keeping “America for the Americans," wear*’V’s"’ in their lapels and 
little red-whive-and-blue feathers in their hats. Vindicator small fry 
are encouraged to join the ““Border Patrol” and catch “alien crimi- 
nals" ($20 per head), of which Reynolds thoroughly disapproves 
along with Communism, rape and Anthony Eden. 

Reynolds is the Senate's most enthusiastic traveler, and has written 
two travel books titled Wanderlust and Gypsy Trails. His other writ- 
ings have included a newspaper series on Twenty Famous Murders; he 
is himself devoted to such magazines as True Detective Mysteries. Since 
his election to the Senate in 1932, Reynolds has made three trips to 
Europe, coured South and Central America, and junkered to the 
Virgin Islands and Alaska, where he slew the walrus, He has also 
toured the U. S. by trailer. In 1938, while filibustering against the 
anti-lynching bill, he took the Senate on a five-hour personally con- 
ducted tour of Europe, the Orient, the British Isles, South America, 
Africa, Mexico and the Malay States. Reynolds’ oratorical style is

Cordialicy being a part of their own stock-in-trade, 
the Senators themselves are somewhat abashed by Reynolds’ ef- 
fusive glad-handing in the Senate Chamber and the Senate dining 
room, but most of them regard him as a fine fellow and a droll 
character. 

Reynolds is the most candid member of the Senate. A confirmed 
Camel smoker, in 1937 he endorsed Lucky Strikes for a $1,000 
fee. When his opponent in the 1938 elections took him to task, 
Reynolds explained that the money had gone to charity. “What 
charity, Bob?’ a stooge in the audience would ask. ‘Well, folks,"* 
Reynolds answered slyly, “you-all know that charity begins ac 
home,"* In a farm bill debate in 1937, Reynolds paid his respects 
to the small farmers: "We are all now interested in the litle 
man," he told the Senate, “*because the little men have the votes; 
and the closer we come to the primaries of June 1938, the more in- 
tensely interested will we become and continue to be interested 
in the little man,” In another speech on foreign relations, he said, 
“TL love everybody and I don't hate anybody. You know why I 
don't hate anybody? Because hate makes you age quicker than any- 
thing else in the world, and I wane to stay here in the Senate as long 
as Tcan.”” 

Politics is one of the chief industries of the South, and no section 
of the nation has produced so many colorful and effective cam- 
paigners. Against such able competition as ‘Cotton Ed’? Smith, 
"The Man"’ Bilbo, ‘*Happy'’ Chandler and Gene (“The Wild Man 
of Sugar Creek"”) Talmadge, Reynolds more than holds his own. He 
is a rabble-rouser of superb talents, and the late Paul Y. Anderson 
called him “'a politician by vocation, avocation, preference and 
instince.”” 


He is a politician by birth 


He is also, it might be added, a politician by birth. “Our Bob,” 
as he is fondly known to himself and his constituents, was born in 
Buncombe County, N. C. His father, William Taswell Reynolds, 
was clerk of the Superior Court of Buncombe County. His Uncle 
Dan was sheriff, his Uncle Gus tax collector, and his Uncle Henry 
chief of police. “Naturally,” says Reynolds, “*my youthful choughts 
drifted toward the career of politics.” They drifted elsewhere too, 
however. At 14 he hopped a boat for Florida, where he got a job 
breaking Texas mules on a cattle ranch. A year later he came home 
and entered Weaver College, a small Methodist school, later trans- 
ferring to the University of North Carolina. There he helped run 
campus politics, played end on the football ceam, and captained the 
wrestling and track teams. During the summers he worked his way 
to Europe three times on cattle boats and stoked a freighter co South 
America. After graduation he variously edited a physical culture 
magazine, was a physical director and professional wrestler in Okla~ 
homa City, an itinerant book salesman in Ohio, a medicine man in 
Chicago (the “'medicine,” which he made himself, was a mixture 
of vanilla extract and myrrh) and a reporter for the Washington 
Times. In none of these fields, however, did he sce a proper future, 
so he went back to the University and learned enough law to set up 
in Asheville as a criminal lawyer. 

The best way for an unknown young lawyer to advertise is to run 
for office. Reynolds, pausing only long enough to frame his sheep-

skin and hang out his shingle, entered the race for prosecuting attor- 
ney of the district that took in Buncombe and two neighboring 
counties. He bought a half-blind, flea-bitten mare and a pait of 
oversized saddlebags. The latter he filled with penny candy sticks, 
each adorned with a red-white-and-blue wrapper bearing the legend, 
“Ask your daddy to vore for Bob Reynolds.” Then he rode up every 
creek and ‘coon track in the three counties, and at every home 
stopped to introduce himself and pass out his candy sticks to the chil- 
dren. He held rallies at the country schoolhouses and made speeches 
such as the mountaineers had never heard before. ‘'I don't care a 
damn about you folks,” he told the surprised natives, “‘and you 
have sense enough to know it. I don't know anything about law 
either. I want this job so I can learn some. I want it for the money, 
too, because I haven't got any. I'm not interested in your welfare. 
If I was particularly interested in you, I'd have been out here to see 
you a long time ago.”” 

The mountaineers were delighted. Though the three counties had 
vored unswervingly Republican for decades, Reynolds, a Democrat 
and an unknown, won the election by 5,000 votes. 

After four years as prosecutor, Our Bob decided to broaden out 
and run for Congress. He was defeated. Next he went after the 
lieutenant governorship. This time he campaigned by taking a trip 
around the world, in company with a North Carolina registry and 
a trunkful of postcards. Soon thousands of flattered North Carolin- 
ians had heard from “Our Bob" from far away, romantic places. 
Though he was still a political nonentity outside his own district, 
Reynolds nevertheless led the field in the primary, Having spent all 
his money on his world tour, however, he lacked funds to see him- 
self through a runoff clection, so he dropped out of the race. He had 
his eye on fatter game, and in 1926 he went after it, He filed for the 
Senate. He was beaten, but he made such a good showing that he 
filed again in 1932. 


He burlesques a Senator out of his job 


In the campaign that followed, Reynolds established himself for 
all time as a trend-guesser, entertainer and master of rural demagogy. 
North Carolina was a bone-dry State: Reynolds campaigned as a Wet, 
The State political machine wanted no part of him: Reynolds there- 
fore went before the people as a fearless independent. His opponent, 
Senator Cameron Morrison, was a made-to-order target. A pompous, 
slow-moving politician-lawyer of the old school, Morrison had 
married the fabulously rich widow of a Durham tobacco baron, and 
he was accustomed to elaborate living. In Washington he stayed at 
the Mayflower Hoel, and he rode ina Rolls-Royce driven by a chauf- 
feur and equipped with a shiny brass spittoon. Reynolds, whose crim- 
inal law practice netted him a fairly comfortable living, suddenly be- 
came “’a pore man."” He bought an ancient, brass-bound Model T 
roadster and slung his oldest and most battered clothing into a va- 
lise. He also carried a roll of red plush carpet, a menu from the May- 
flower, and a jar of caviar, Thus equipped, he followed Morrison 
around the State. 

“Now you've seen old Cam," he told the voters in his thickest 
mountain drawl. “Ah want to tell you he's a credit to you all up in 
Washington—socially, anyways. It really is a treat to sce him drive 
up to the Mayflower Ho-tel. He's got him a chauffeur with more gold 
braid than the King of England, and a bunch of footmen and flunkies. 
When ol” Cam gets out of his Rolls-Royce autoMObile, all the 
flunkies come to attention, and this here chauffeur takes a roll of 
Oriental carpet like this"’—and whis-s-s-t, Reynolds rolled his red 
carpet across the stage—"‘and ol’ Cam gits out, a’carryin’ his gold- 
headed cane, and sashays into the Ho-tel and goes up to the bridal 
suite, where he lives." Reynolds would then put his hands behind

his coat-tails and imitate Senator Morrison sashaying into the hotel. 

“Now ah want you all to know what ol’ Cam eats in that Ho-tel.”” 
Out would come the Mayflower menu. ‘For breakfast he cats ‘Eggs 
Benedictine.’ You know what Benedictine means? Why that’s the 
name of some monks. That's a Roman Catholic invention. Costs $2.a 
plate, He cats a lor of other things, and I guess ol” Cam must spend 
purty near $25 just on breakfast alone. Now do you all know what 
ol’ Cam's favorite dish is?” Out would come the jar of caviar. “Ie's 
caw-vee-yah. You know what caw-vee-yah is? It’s little black fish 
eggs, and it comes from Red Russia. Costs $1.50 for a little dab.”” Here 
would come the punch line. ‘Now ah want to ask you folks. Don’t 
you all want a Scnator who’s satisfied just with good ol’ No’th 
Ca’olina hens eggs, that cost 26¢ a dozen?"” 

The folks uproariously and overwhelmingly did. They gave Our 
Bob the nomination by a plurality of 100,000 vores, largest in the 
State's history 

Soon after Reynolds came to Washington in 1932, his ““God-fear- 
in’, ‘tater-raisin’, baby-havin’ " constituents could scarcely have 
recognized him as the champion of North Carolina hens’ eggs. Our 
Bob became the dapper, carefully manicured attendant at many a 
Washington salon. Aggressive, vital, personally charming and com- 
paratively young, he was a blessed relief from the gravy-stained 
old battle horses which mostly populated the Senate. Washington- 
ians waited curiously to see him in action as a statesman, Soon they 
had a look. Reynolds was puc on the Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee, which was then beginning its stock-market investigation. 
Justice Pecora hadn't yet been made the Committee's counsel, and 
the investigation was limping along dispiritedly. One day Reynolds 
turned up, and after sitting at the table a few minutes began to fire 
questions at the witness, a prominent New York broker. They were 
searching, intelligent questions, and the witness was soon cugging 
at his collar and sweating freely. Necks were craned at Reynolds, 
and people asked each other who this new wonder-man could be. 
Just as the moment came for the kill the new Senator turned to a 
financial reporter at the press table and said in a loud whisper, 
“Hey, Buddy, slip me some more of those questions!" 

In one of his first interviews as a Senator, Reynolds opined chat 
there were already too many laws, and promised that he would 
sponsor no new legislation at all during his first eerm. He weakened 
later, however, and became one of the Senate's most prolific bill 
introducers. His forte is anti-alien legislation, which he offers as an 
economic panacea. Deport all aliens and stop immigration for ten 
years, he tells the Senate at least half a dozen times a year, and 
unemployment in the U, S, will aucomatically disappear,

In addition to his convictions about aliens, Reynolds is volumi- 
nously on record against war, aid-to-Britain and “all isms bue 
Americanism."’ He is for the Flag, the Constitution, turnip greens 
and buttermilk, good roads, a big Air Force, North Carolina, and 
particularly his home city of Asheville, which he always refers co 
as “the lietle gem city of the mountains." 

Reynolds is a rock-ribbed isolationist. According to public opinion 
surveys, the North Carolina citizenry is overwhelmingly pro-aid-to- 
, and at least a clear majority are pro-intervention. Reynolds’ 
policy in such case would ordinarily be governed by his own axiom: 
“When the people of No’th Ca’olina are for something 75%, boy, 
I'm for it 100%."" He has, however, been firm in his isolationism. 

After the war broke and the aid-to-Britain program began, Re 
nolds spoke and vored against repeal of the arms embargo and enaci 
ment of the Lease-Lend Bill. And though he finally voted for it, he 
spoke against conscription. '’The squirrel hunters of No’th Ca’olina 
and Kentucky,” he said sanguinely, “can keep Hitler or anybody 
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bowl with crisp, delicious shreds of 
KELLOGG'S ALL-BRAN.

else off until the Marines arrive and the situation is well in hand.” 

Along with the Congressional Record, which he uses intemper- 
ately, Reynolds’ chief sounding board for his views is the Vindicator, 
publication of the Vindicator Association, Inc. Reynolds started the 
Vindicators in 1939to 1) "keep America out of war,'’2) "register and 
fingerprintall aliens,"’3)“‘stopall immigration for thenext tenyears,”" 
4)"‘deportall alien criminals” and) “banish all foreign isms." With- 
in six months, he predicted, he would have 1,000,000 Vindicators 
ready and cager to protect the nation against “alien criminals” 
and other menaces. He was over-optimistic, Though the circulation 
of the Vindicator—a subscription makes one a Vindicator—is a secret, 
the most extravagant guesses pur the figure at no more than 50,000; 

As the personal organ of the head Vindicator, the Vindicator is an 
illuminating journal. Though its columns deplore intervention and 
“isms,"" particularly Communism, most space is given over to the 
“alien menace.” The “alien menace’ is described often in headlines 
such as this: “Jewish Refugees Find Wor! “Rabbi Seeks Admis- 
sion of One Million War Refugees,"’ “New U. S, Rules Hit Immigra- 
tion of German Jews,” 

Reynolds is indignant at the suggestion that he or the Vindicator 
Association is anti-Semitic. ‘We're just anti-alien,"’ he explains. “I 
want our own fine boys and lovely girls to have all the jobs in this 
wonderful country."” In the past, however, he has carried on friendly 
relations with such notorious Jew-baiters as George Deatherage, ex- 
leader of the Knights of the White Camellia, and with such fel- 
low-sympathizers as the Rev. Gerald B. Winrod of Kansas and Fath- 
er Coughlin, 


His own State is “appalled” 


As an Axis apologist and playmate of native fascists, Reynolds 
seemed to many a poor choice for the chairmanship of Military Af- 
fairs. Possibly because they know him best, the citizens of his own 
State were particularly unsettled by the idea. The Charlotte News 
was “absolutely appalled" when Senator Sheppard's death opened 
the way for Reynolds, and the rival Charlotte Observer agreed that 
“his qualifications for this important committee [are] zero.” The 
North Carolina Bar Association passed an anti-Reynolds resolution. 
The North Carolina legislature, having already voted one futile 
motion of censure against Reynolds’ stand on the Lease-Lend Bill, 
did nothing more, but some members looked quietly into the possi- 
bilities of impeachment. 

Despite these sentiments, which were heartily shared in Wash- 
ington, Reynolds stood only an outside chance of not getting the 
job. Chairmanships of the Senate's standing committees almost al- 
ways go to the member of the incumbent Party who has served long- 
est on the committee. No tradition is more carefully nurtured in the 
Senate, since it assures every Senator that he too, simply by staying 
in office, will automatically end up in a position of honor and power. 
Chairmen have important duties. They introduce and sponsor Ad- 
ministration bills in the Senate. Since most of the real work of 
Congress is done in committee, they can do much to help ot hinder 


the progress of legislation. As chairman of Military Affairs, Rey- 
nolds could, for example, delay an Army bill of which he dis- 
approved simply by not calling his committee into session. Since he 
appoints the subcommittees which give preliminary study to all 
military bills, he could “rig” che subcommittee report by appointing 
men whose beliefs are closest to his own. Once the bill reached the 
Senate floor, he could cripple it by half-hearted support. If he chose 
actually to speak against it, the prestige of his chairmanship would 
carry weight with the public. 

In Reynolds’ particular case, however, many of the powers of 
chairmanship are more theoretical than real. In che committee itself 
he is almost isolated, as was shown a few weeks ago in the first 
major test on a controversial bill. Of the ten committeemen present 
for the final voting on the measure extending the service of draftees, 
nine voted in favor of the bill. Reynolds constituted the minority of 
one, The decisive factor bearing on achairman’s power is his standing 
with the other Senators. By his position he is presumed to have 
more and better information than they on matters in his committee's 
field, and ordinarily they respect his judgments. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, that Reynolds’ opposition to a measure could in itself influence 
a single Senator's vote. Finally, the Administration has methods of 
its own for whittling Reynolds down to size. Instead of entrusting 
leadership of the floor fight for importance bills to Reynolds, che 
Administration has enlisted Senator Austin of Vermont, ranking 
Republican member of the committee. Austin, though far from being 
a New Dealer, is a firm supporter of Administration foreign policy. 

As U, S. entry into the war on Britain's side has seemed ever more 
likely, Reynolds has been at pains to shed himself of his totalitar- 
ian tinge. His recent speeches have contained few kind words for 
the Axis, and his Vindicator Association has been allowed to fall 
gently toward its natural level, which is the level of a balloon un- 
supported by hor air. Not as versatile or as nimble of mind as Hucy 
Long, Reynolds never had it in him to become a popular Pied Piper 
of Huey’s stature. Having given over—or at least suspended—what- 
ever ambitions he may have had to be a U. S. Filhrer, he is occupied 
now with che much simpler problem of remaining North Carolina's 
junior Senator. Despite his isolationism he still has strengch among 
the North Carolina masses, based largely on his zealous concern for 
their place at the Federal pork barrel. “If $70,000,000 of the 
people's money is to be expended,” he once said in a Housing debate, 
“T want North Carolina, God bless her, to have her part—although 
she does not need it particularly."’ As for the pro-interventionists 
at home, he expects that the war will have ended by 1944, and that 
the post-war reaction will have made heroes of isolationists like 
himself. 

If the war still goes on then, however, Reynolds may once again 
find himself a small-cown criminal lawyer. As one North Carolinian 
says: "We were always sort of proud of Bob, even if he is a scamp. 
He's colorful, he puts on a good show, and he keeps things lively. He 
was sort of a luxury co us. Buc in wartime you've got to give up lux- 
uries. Bob is just about the easiest thing to give up I can think of."”

“Did you read the papers today? What do the headlines say?” 

“On the Russian Front, 9,000,000 men have been locked for 
two months in the most titanic struggle in history.’ Not a 
word about China!” 

Exactly. True history would headline rhis news: ‘In China 
450,000,000 people have been locked for a thousand years in a 
titanic struggle with Starvation.” 

“Ah hal! I suspect we will now get the well-known Economic 
Interpretation of History.” 

“Tam asking you to view China from an airplane, not a pul 
pir. Look down from it on the land of China, and the Great 
Mystery of the Orient becomes a Great Question;—a question 
of vast import, for the answer concerns today, one-fifth of 
mankind, directly and dreadfully, and indirectly the other 
three-fourths tomorrow: ‘Does the Good Earth belong to the Sons 
of Han, or do the Sons of Han belong to the Good Earth?" *” 

“Answer please?” 

“The answer lies below you—look down at these silver, 
brown, tender green geometrical patterns below you, shaped 
like cockleshells, half-moons, shining slivers of quarters, inter- 
locked endlessly. They are the rice paddies of Szechwan, 
Kwangsi, Kwangtung, and the South. See how they trickle 
down the dark sides of the deepest valley, rise to the smallest 
jealous crevices of the highest mountain. Soar over the eroded 
loess terraces of the West, of Shensi and Shansi, stacked be- 
neath you like a hundred million flat liccle table tops or a bil- 
lion erratic little steps, mounting up and down tirelessly. Roar 
over all the plains and valleys, plateaus and delta lands of the 
East. Is there a yard, a foot, an inch that might grow a tiny 
green sprig of rice, bean, onion, millet, wheat? It grows there. 
‘Ask what are those millions of little black specks which dot 


plots, acres, have one simple meaning: 
Survival. Bread. Life.” 

“Man does not live by bread alone —."" 

“A missionary told me that the most common ‘proverb’ in 
China is “Rest on Heaven, and feed your mouth.” Ask a Chinese 
how many there are in his family, and he will answer—'so 
many mouths... 

“The fabulous Mystery of the Oriental Soul is half solved 
when you view it as the problem of the Oriental stomach." 

“Alimentary, my dear Watson?" 

“Precisely.”” 

“I infer that you imply chat as the matter stands, the Sons 
of Han belong to the earth?” 

“They are secking their Freedom—" 

“From the soil? I read in the papers, it’s from the Japs."” 

“Since you only got around a few months ago to reading 
about the Japs, who have been in China for four years now, 
restrain your interest in them ten minutes longer.”” 

“As you were saying, the Chinese are enslaved by the 
earth?" 

“Rooted in its fields like whear stalks, in its paddies like 
rice shoots. Tear them from the earth and they cannot live, 
they die, they wither. There is nothing but the land in China,’ 

“You must have seen some towns, some villages, some 
cities?” 

“Many. But most of these, too, live on the soil, are rooted 
, or if not rooted, grow on it like fungi.”” 

‘Oh, you saw that, from the air, did you?” 

“In the interior everywhere I saw villages, towns, cities 
lying like black spiders, in the vast silver webs of the rice pad- 
dies or like muddy hubs in the brassy wheels within wheels of 
the wheatlands. Most of the tiny roads that left them, like 
spindly spokes stopped at the rims of the circles. Few cities 
were joined with city by the great axle rods of highways. In 
town after town in the interior, I saw no factory chimneys, no 
rail centers, no parks and goverament buildings, none of the 
signs of a dynamic money or industrial economy. These vil- 
lages and cities were all alike in color and structure: gray 
clusters of roof tops, cellular growths like wasps’ nests, And 
the ancient, time-fixed walls showed that when a village or 
city had grown to the limit of the countryside’s ability to pro- 
duce a surplus above the farmer's daily needs for town barter, 
the town had to ‘stop growing.’ Five hundred years before the 
West ever heard of it, Chungking was a walled city of 400,000 
Ic has ‘grown’ little since then.”* 

“So you saw, from the air, that these towns and cities were 
nothing but local market places, where local produce was ex- 
changed for other local produce, or the surplus might be ex- 
changed for ‘foreign’ products. And you saw there wasn’t 
much surplus—Now how did you sce shar?” 

“There were so few roads cutting across this land from the 
‘outside world.’ That showed no demand for foreign products. 
Was this land so precious that men dare not even sacrifice an 
inch to run roads across it? It secmed so, from an airplane. Then 
one thought, even in “good years’ the overburdened soil must 
be weary of the plow, the harrow, the thousands of water 
buffalo feet, the billions of human ones that dig and dredge and 
prod and poke about in it endlessly. It must want to be left 
alone, to be just mud, quiet primordial slime. Like an old 
mother, it must be infinitely tired of bearing, hungry to be fed, 
sick of feeding.”

“How is it fed, if it is so endlessly harrowed?™* 
“With materia anima, human-dung. ‘Nightsoil’ is hawked in the 
towns where there is even a Nightsoil Market. In the port cities, 
aightsoil from the ‘foreign concessions’ brings highest prices. Un- 
earned excrement is richest, . . , But the toiling Son of Han endlessly 
plows his lovingly hoarded thin excrement back into the weakening 
soil. The rice, the millet, the soybean, even the peaches and per- 
simmons he eats become compound of him, he of them most inti- 
mately. The man eats his farm. His farm eats him—so man himself 
becomes the greatest crop, the animate crop of the soil of China. 
Sometimes when the man-crop grows too large, and the soil too 
weak to bear it, a drought, even a short drought, touches off a long 
disaster of famine, Sometimes the floods partially retrieve the disaster 
of the droughts, Rising convulsively, the rivers drive the ravenous 
and surplus crop-man from it, or trap him under turgid waters by 
thousands, plowing him under, to fertilize the good and weary 
earth, with rich silt and slime, and with flesh and bones built of rice 
and peaches. Wisely the Chinese call the flooding Hwang Ho the 
“Sorrow of China,’ but the flooding Yangtze, ‘The River Descended 
from Heaven.’ For no one in China can really say whether floods are 
an evil or a good thing.”’ 

“In any case, a bitter Benevolence.” 

“Very, For Famine and Flood, Drought and Pestilence leave on 
the survivors their peculiar stigmata of violence. The cripples and 
dwarfs and lepers who infest the cities, the ulcerated blind beggars, 
cracking the lice from their own mangy beards in their yellow teeth, 
the blood-spitting children, eyesore and snot-nosed, verminous and 
scabrous, the white-eyed, sunken-eared women, all the fang-toothed 
idiots were born of the floods and the famines, are the spawn of the 
catastrophe called China. Chinese farms smell of dung. Chinese 
cities smell of dung, tears, sweat and corpses. In Shanghai today, the 
authorities do not count the bodies. They report, ‘so many tons of 
human matter gathered up this morning.’ " 

“What you mean is that they haven't got—a Chinaman's chance.” 

“That phrase was a thousand tragic years being coined for your 
amusement, "* 

“T’'m not laughing. This is not a very happy picture you are paint- 
ing of China.” 

“And I'm not finished, To the Elements, the ancient enemy of The 
Tortured Sons of Han, add another, a fiercer, a fouler, more potent.” 

“What now?” 

“Who. Everywhere else on the globe, man’s fiercest enemy is— 
Man. Ie is the same in China." 


“You didn’t see that from the air —" 

“From a plane, you can see the great Wall of China, writhing and 
coiling like a frozen dragon across 1,500 miles of the North. It was 
built, thousands of years ago, to stem the hordes of Huns, Tartars, 
Mongols, Manchus, and later the Turks, Arabs, Tibetans, Barbar- 
ians, who beat against China in cruel, never-ending waves, secking 
to pillage the fruits of the fat years, to loot the looters, the Princes 
and Lords of China, to enslave the enslaved still furcher."* 

“But China always absorbed them! The way they will absorb those 
disgusting Japs."" 

“You just can’t wait to get to the Japs. You are like everybody 
else, infatuated with ephemeral headlines."" 

“Now, I'm on China's side. I want her to win, even though you 
make China sound so dismal—and hopeless... . 

“"But we can't help China today, until we know China’s yesterday. 
‘The Chinese couldn't help themselves either, until they were willing 
to face that.” 

“Carry on, or rather backwards—"* 

“Well, in between the last of the Barbarians, and the blood- 
stained Sons of Bushido who so fascinate you, came the Western 
Powers. England, France, Russia, Portugal, Germany. Between 1842 
and 1914, England scized Hong Kong, Kowloon, Burma, Nepal, and 
Bhutan. Russia grabbed the Maritime Provinces. France gobbled 
Cochin China, Annam, and Tonkin. Japan slickly annexed Formosa, 
the Pescadores Islands, Korea. Portugal had already taken Macao. 
Germany, late at the feast, got Kiaochow, and some islands.” 

“Were all of those places China?"* 

“The Chinese who had been living there for centuries thought so. 
‘And all these Powers wrung additional ‘protectorates," ‘leases," port 
treaties—with tariff, trade, custom, and ‘extra-territorial’ concessions 
from China. Three times a corrupt and feeble Dragon Throne fought 
the greedy Powers. First—in 183g in the Opium Wars— 
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“Like a million tabletops” arc the terraces of China's 
great Northwest between Lanchow on the edge of 
Inner Mongolia and the Nationalistic center of Sian.

“Wouldn't the Western Powers even let them 
have opium? Considering their sufferings, they 
might have been permitted that anodyne.”” 

“The Western Powers forced them to buy it. 
The Chinese called opium ‘this scourge, worse 
than a universal deluge, than an invasion of wild 
beasts.’ But the Dragon Throne, engrossed in 
pleasure, wasting the substances of China to 
feather its peacock headdresses, lost the Opium 
Wars with the Western Powers. And then China 
fought the English and French again in 1856, the 
Japanese, for the first time, in 1894. And in 1900, 
in a frightful spasm of ‘anti-foreignism,’ fomented 
by the Manchu court itself, China foughe all the 
Powers of Europe, in the bloody Boxer Rebellion.”” 

“Losing always?” 

“All anniversaries in China commemorate hu- 
miliations.” 

“Did the West give chem nothing, in exchange 
for all che West took from them?" 

“Knowledge. China learned from the guns, the 
ways of guns . . . from the traders, the ways of 
money .. . from the machine, the ways of indus- 
try. And from the missionaries and educators who 
came, China learned Western thought and ideals. 
More and more Chinese intellectuals, students, 
merchants, educators began to travel; and they 
brought back under their new shaved heads the 
dynamic ideas by which China might one day 
hope to redeem itself, protect itself, and defend, if 
necessary, its Way of Life against all aggression 
from East or West.” 

“I’m sorry—but the Chinese Way of Life 
you have described hardly seems worth defend- 
in,

centuries. And that’s why China couldn't defend 
it. That's wha thoughtful Chinese like Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen, China’s first great modern leader, began 
to see, at the curn of the century. They saw that 
the great, rich, once potent civilization they had 
built chrough thousands of years seemed to have 
spent its force, lost its way. They saw that Chi- 
nese civilization itself was suffering the fate of all 
China's conquerors: it too had bogged down at 
lastinChina. . . . They saw that, too vast and wild 
to be conquered totally, China internally was too 
sick to kick out the would-be conquerors. 


“But let’s go back to 191, the most important 
date to remember about Modern China. Back to 
the Land, and the three-fourths of China's peo- 
ple, the landless peasants, who lived on sampans 
and junks, the ricksha men and the coolies, and 
the ‘landed peasants’ who owned less than five 
acres to a family. 

‘In China, in 1911, the other fourth of China's 
people were craftsmen, shopkeepers, merchants, 
priests, mandarins, landlords, government func 
tionaries, and princes. And the Manchus were 
reigning. Then this ‘propertied fourth’ never 
failed, consciously or unconsciously or simply be- 
cause they now lived in a dog-eat-dog land econ- 
omy, to take advantage of the peasant in his hours 
of greatest duress, to smack him down, with taxes 
and fines when he got his head above the flood 
rivers, or ‘take over,’ for taxes, his land when he 
didn't. From those below the Manchus, all the 
peoples’ complaints were met by passing the buck 
back to the Manchus. And ic is true that they de- 
manded heavy tribute from those under them, and 
death to those who resisted them. And there was

no political or legal or military mechanism by 
which the Manchus could be prevented from 
doing so." 

“The Laws of Confucius?’” 

“A body of Ethics—preachments on good gov- 
ernment. But over a long period of centuries, the 
Analects of Confucius had become the Maxims of 
Confusion. Do you think the rulers of Europe 
could be kept vireuous fellows even for one year 
simply by daily invocations of the Ten Command- 
ments and the Sermon on the Mount?”" 

“Unfortunately, they couldn't—and haven't,”* 

“In 1911, millions of Chinese, led by the Chinese 
intellectuals who had sensed that the West had 
the formula for Freedom, began to shout, ‘Down 
with the Dragon and up with the Flag of the 
Republic!’ Then Dr. Sun Yat-sen, a mild-faced 
little man, who had traveled much in our Land 
of the Free, swiftly returned to China to lead 
the Revolution, and in doing so became incon- 
trovertibly “The George Washington of China.” 
Let me read you China's Declaration of Indepen- 
dence: 


CHARGES AGAINST THE MANCHUS 

Shanghai, Jan. 5 
The following Republican Manifesto is issued today. 
To all friendly nations,—Greetings! Hitherto irre- 
mediable suppression of the individual qualities and the 
national aspirations of the people having arrested the 
intellectual, moral and material development of China, 
the aid of revolution was invoked to extirpate the pri- 
mary cause. We now proclaim the consequent overthrow 
of the despotic sway of the Manchu dynasty and the 
establishment of a Republic. The substitution of a 
Republic for a Monarchy is not the fruit of transient 
passion, but the natural outcome of a long-cherished 
desire for freedom, contentment and advancement. We

Chinese people, peaceful and law abiding, have not 
waged war except in self-defense. We have borne our 
Grievances for 267 years with patience and forbearance. 
We have endeavoured by peaceful means to redress our 
wrongs, secure liberty and ensure progress, but we failed. 
Oppressed beyond human endurance we deemed it our 
inalienable right, as well as a sacred duty, to appeal to 
arms to deliver ou selves and our posterity from the yoke 
to which we bave for so long been subjected, For the first 
time in history an inglorious bondage is transformed 
into inspiring, freedom. 

“Did you get that pare about 267 years? They 
bore their grievance with forbearance and pa- 
tience for 267 years! And 14 years of the Versailles 
Injustice was too long for patient Adolf!” 

“What China had borne for 267 years, China 
will refuse to bear again if it takes 267 years of 
impatience. Anyway, the Chinese had their Revo- 
lution. And within a year millions of coolies cut 
off their long pigtails, that ignominious symbol 
of servitude, that convenient rope for swinging 
pates from poles, for banging them against the 
bloody walls of prisons.”*

they do with 200 million pigtails?” 

“Why did you ask? That question will always 
haunt me. . .. Bucafter the Revolution, everything 
was not all right, It had been all wrong for too 
many thousands of years to come right, simply 
because the Manchus had toppled, and good Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen had enunciated his People’s Three 
Principles—which were, roughly translated, 
Min Tsu—The equality of races; Min chuan—

He 
allowed precisely 14 years for the deathbed agony, 
at the end of which time Young China would 
bury Old China at last, peacefully, chough with- 
out lamentations. He set, in short, three condi- 
tions for the attainment of the People’s Three 
Principles: First, a seven-year period of military 
tutelage—under the Nationalist Revolutionary 
Army; Second, a seven-year period of political rute- 
Jage—under the ‘Kuomintang,’ as the Nationalist 
Revolutionary Party was called, during which 
the Party would be backed by the Army, and then 
Che said) would come the period of constitutional 
government, under perhaps a two-parcy system with 
the Army relegated to a democratic defense con- 
stabulary, to last apparently world without end, 
forever. But Young China was impatient. Young 
China wanted at once everything to be different 
There were still hundreds of thousands of pigtails 
left in the farthest provinces (where they had not 
yet heard of the Revolution) when Young China 
began to point with scorn and bitterness to the 
face chat the flag of the Republic flew over China 
—but that China still continued to starve under it. 
What was wrong? Apparently the Manchus were 
not the “primary cause’ of China's patiently borne 
ancient grievances, of its inglorious bondage. 
Who, then, was the villain? It must be the For- 
cigners! Between 1911 and 1918, Dr. Sun Yat-sen 
and his colleagues transferred (not a difficult mat- 
ter) their hatred and abhorrence of the Manchus 
to the white devils profiting in their midst, to the 
Western Powers, to the manifestations of Imperi- 
alism exemplified by the ‘Foreign Concessions.”

Democracies during the World War, Sun Yat-sen 
and his Revolutionaries went gunning for the 
Foreign Powers who ‘exploited China.’ The 
flames of their hatred were fed anew by the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. At Versailles certain elegant, well- 
educated white-faced gents in striped pants repaid 
their Chinese Ally, and the Chinese soldier- 
coolies who ‘loaded on’ the ships for the Allies at 
Brest and Le Havre, by awarding German-held 
Shantung—to Japan! To the Japan which, while 
America was busy making the world safe for 
Democracy, had been already invading Shantung. 
No wonder Dr. Sun Yat-sen and his colleagues 
wanted to go “all out’ against the Powers. And 
they tried to. Strikes on the Shanghai docks. 
Embargoes at Hong Kong. Boycotts on Japanese 
products. Now itis precisely at this point chat the 
eight-year-old Revolution began to get pretty 
complicated—and go a little sour. For in the end 
it appeared that the Chinese mandarins, mer- 
chants, bankers, compradors rather liked the 
profitable business they did with the white devils 
(and even yellow devils of Tokyo) and didn't at 
all see why, now that they'd had quite a success- 
ful Republican Revolution, they couldn't ‘do 
business as usual.’ The landlords and rich peas- 
ants, no longer having the protection of the 
Manchu authorities to protect them from an 
awakened but confused peasantry, turned to the 
private ‘war lords,’ China's Capones, who had 
sprung up tenfold strong when the Imperial 
Manchu Dragons’ Teeth bit the dust. These gen- 
demen in turn liked the tribute they were paid for 
protection’ as much as they liked the plunder 
they took from the farmer. By 1925, the scene 
was overripe for the words of Lenin. And a Rus- 
sian called Borodin had brought them to the 
kindly Dr. Sun Yat-sen, and showed him how

So up went the cry from Young China: 'The 
good earth must belong to the Sons of Han. . . or we shall never 
know Freedom! and ‘Down with Foreign Imperialists. World Rev- 
olution everywhere!" Sun Yat-sen believed Borodin. Many men 
around Sun Yat-sen believed him, One of these men was a great 
favorite of Borodin. He was head of the Nationalist Military School, 
the Whampoa Academy. He was young, but he was bold and shrewd, 
and passionately for China. Borodin made him a general. His name 
was Chiang Kai-shek." 

“And he was a Communist?" 

“Well, perhaps nor, but it was with Russian help that in the 
shore space of two years Chiang, the stripling general, became the 
most powerful man in China. And then one day in 1927, quite sud- 
denly, Chiang Kai-shek started a bloody purge of the Communists, 
killed and shot their military leaders, and sent Borodin back on the 
long road to Moscow where he was hung by the Leninists on the 
gallows for his failure.” 

“But why did Chiang Kai-shek change like that and betray ‘The 
People’s Revolution?’ And you say the Oriental mind isn't mys- 
terious!"" 

“Well, Senator Wheeler voted for Roosevelt only ten months ago. 
In Chungking, my Chinese friends find the Western mind very ‘mys- 
terious,” Buc I have a theory about Chiang Kai-shek’s extraordinary 
volte-face and his renunciation of his Communist connection. It's 
nothing, you understand, but a theory. Perhaps even in those days, 
Chiang wanted to unify Chin

“That's the way Abe Lincoln did it here, remember? And China 
had had its George Washington, Sun Yat-sen. Chiang, perhaps, 
really saw himself as China's Abe Lincoln. How Che may have asked 
himself) shall I unify this impoverished and chaotic country of mine? 
And he may have said, ‘First, I must make it strong, only then may 
Ideal with it justly. ...' Perhaps Chiang saw China could never be

made strong, without the willing support of the rich Western 
Powers. Perhaps in the final analysis, Chiang did not sell ou¢ to the 
Western Powers, but bought in with them in order temporarily to 
call them off a weak and backward China. God knows, after 267 
years of the Manchus, and ten years of a Republican Revolution, and 
seven years of incipient Communism, China needed a breather to 
rally her material forces. In any case, having made his peace with the 
Powers, Chiang borrowed money from the Big Banks with which he 
built schools, hospitals, railways, factories, highways, and equipped 
armies. And with those armies on those highways, he tracked down 
and chased out most of the ‘war lords’ of China, and the pillagers, 
bandits, kidnapers, prowling guerrilla bands. He won the support 
of the propertied classes (which mirabile dictu enabled him to tax 
them more effectively), the allegiance of merchants and traders and 
the millions of China's shopkeepers—for millions of Chinese are 
“traders,” and the love of ‘gain’ is deep-rooted in the national char- 
acter, so deeply that it would forever perhaps be at war with a Rus- 
sian scyle of Communism. And so, adroitly using Western money 
and material, and Western ideology, and Western guns, Chiang 
forcefully began to educate, open up, unify China. The price he paid 
for this desiderata was, as you say, civil war with the Chinese 
agrarian revolutionaries... . 


“But you said—yow said, the grave question, the only question in 
China was: ‘Shall the Sons of Han belong to the earth?’ "" 

“Yes.”

Perhaps 
Chiang Kai-shek didn't want to send a boy to doa man’s work. Call 
it ‘appeasement, or call it, as Woodrow Wilson once did, ‘watchful 
waiting.’ Chiang kept right on building and strengthening China 
er for the war with Japan that he too knew was inevitable. But 
the Japs started “The China Incident’ by firing on Chinese 
ries at the Marco Polo Bridge, in 1937 Chiang felt at last he could 
trust 26-year-old China to fight a tough man’s war. He made a 
parlous but practical peace with the Communists. Today, in China, 
those who sce only the land are still Communists. Those who have 
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seen the vision of the Machine are Chiang Kai-shekists. And both 
are Chinese, and both are patriots, however bloody in the past or 
fucure, their differences.”
